When eighth graders become of age, they are admitted into the University High

APPORTIONMENT BOARD 


Although the department of finance was not bothered with a war debt this year, it 
had problems of its own to be shared by representatives of the faculty, student council, 
and the four classes. Dave Ellison represented the student council; Duncan Lennon, the 
senior class; Virgil Duffy, the junior class; James Staker, the sophomore class; and Bill 
Wachob, the freshman class. The high authorities were S. G. Waggoner, R. W. Fogler, 
and Miss Alice Ebel, with H. J. Ivens, officiating commander, and Miss Mary Webb, 
secretary. 

The objective of the treasury department was to apportion the money received 
through the semester fee channel to the various organizations of the school. The total 
income was $2,942, of which $2,796.94 was apportioned. All clubs received an income 
of $10 this year, an increase from last year of $2. Funds advanced to the choral depart¬ 
ment helped obtain its choir robes. A new glass-enclosed bulletin board was built in the 
halls. The authorization for its construction was passed by this department of finance. 
The funds for the bulletin board were made available by the class of 1936. The depart¬ 
ment succeeded in dispatching its governmental duties by calling only three sessions 
during the year. 


The Commerce Club, sponsored by Miss Mary D. Webb, is an organization com¬ 
posed of all students who are interested in commercial work. The purpose of the club 
is to broaden the students’ knowledge of commercial work and to develop the members 
by their participation in the meetings and social events. 

At the first meeting of the year the following officials were elected: Phyllis Satter¬ 
field, president; June Cruikshank, vice president; Navy Maddio, secretary-treasurer; 
Betty Sage, reporter for the Clarion. Committees to have charge of programs were also 
elected.

FOOTBALL 


The Defense Department of University High School, under the command of 
General Burton O’Connor, made grid history for the second successive year on the 
battle fronts of the immediate vicinity. Its first engagement was with the Pontiac tribe 
which ended in a 6-0 victory under the leadership ot Field-General Major Homey. 

Then came the only setback of the year at the hands of the heavy Bloomington 
High grid machine to the tune of 8-0. This was the vanguard game of the new $150,000 
Community Stadium. The scrappy U. High warriors out-fought the Purple and Gold 
but superior weight finally told the tale. 

However, sweet revenge was the result of the Farmer City encounter which ended 
at 14-6. The first string played such good ball that the second squad was able to play 
the full last half. 

A two-week vacation followed for the Green and Gold army to heal its wounds 
of battle before engaging the formidable Orange and Black of Normal Community 
High. This resulted in a 12-6 victory. 

The victorious Green wave then swept over the Fairbury Tartars, 20-12, before 
engaging the Big 12 school of Lincoln. There wasn’t a hope of a U. High victory, but 
the final score was U. High 12, Lincoln 6. 

The next victims of Major Homey and company were the Leroy High gridders 
of Empire Township. Every man on the squad took part in this battle which ended 
12-7 in U. High’s favor. 

A gala homecoming followed which was incited by a 27-13 victory over the high- 
geared Clinton eleven. Such a lopsided victory was unexpected inasmuch as the Clinton 
steam-roller had run rough shod over everything in its path up to that time. 

This wound up everything except the tilt with Trinity. The night before the game, 
practice lasted until dusk which included a ceremony for victory on the morrow. A 
fire was built behind the goal post and Joe Poplawski and Bob Dunn took turns in 
throwing an old grid shoe into the fire, tossing it over their right shoulders and over 
the goal post. Ihe shoe fell into the fire which was an omen of good luck. All of 
the team remained on the field until the thirteen seniors had filed away into the gloom, 
leaving the old gridiron for the last time as prep gridders. 

Ihe next day thirteen grim, determined seniors, fighting their last battle for U. 
High, utterly routed Trinity, taking the fight out of the Irish to the tune of 18-7. 

The smoke of battle having cleared, a note was taken of the spoils. It was found 
that the Green and Gold had secured the championship of the Cornbelt Conference and 
placed second in the inter-city, bowing only to the heavy B. H. S. grid machine. 

U. Highi. students selected on the first inter-city team consisted of Joe Poplawski, 
Bob Keefe, Bob Dunn, Major Homey, and Dick Guritz. Clyde Landes and Preston 
Osborn rated the second inter-city selection. Captain Joe Poplawski rated honorable 
mention onThc ^Il-.state grid team.

The Green and Gold emerged the victor to clinch the city 
championship after a tight struggle ending in our favor 26 - 22 . 


University High School basketball corps played a sixteen-engagement campaign 
and ranked as the best Green and Gold cage team in a decade. The Green and Gold 
won fifteen games and lost one in the regular season’s battle. This record gave the 
team an undefeated Inter-City Championship and a tie with Fairbury for the Corn Belt 
title. The only loss in the Corn Belt was to Fairbury, whom we defeated in a return 
engagement.
